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This decision is issued in response to applicants' "Request To Correct Transmittal Letter" 
filed 23 September 2008, treated herein as a petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 82. Pursuant to the 
authorization contained in the Form PTO-1390 filed with such petition, Deposit Account No. 03- 
1030 will be charged the required $400 petition fee. 



On 12 October 2004, applicants filed international application PCT/JP2004/0 15347. The 
international application claimed a priority date of 16 October 2003, and it designated the United 
States. On 28 April 2005, the International Bureau (IB) communicated a copy of the 
international application to the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). The 
deadline for submission of the basic national fee was thirty months from the priority date, i.e., 16 
April 2006. 

On 12 April 2006, applicants filed papers to initiate a U.S. national stage application. 
This submission included, among other materials, a Transmittal Letter (Form PTO-1390), an 
application data sheet (ADS), an English translation of PCT/JP2004/0 15347, and payment of the 
basic national fee. 

The ADS filed 12 April 2006 specifically identify the international application number as 
PCT/JP2004/0 15347. However, the Form PTO-1390 Transmittal Letter filed on 12 April 2006 
identified the international application as PCT/JP2004/0 15437. 

On 08 May 2006, applicants filed a declaration executing international application 
number PCT/JP2004/0 15347, accompanied by the surcharge for filing the declaration later than 
thirty months after the priority date. 



BACKGROUND 
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On 15 September 2008, the United States Designated Elected Office (DO/EO/US) mailed 
a "Notification Of Missing Requirements" (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) requiring submission of an 
oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497. The Notification indicated that the 
declaration submitted on 08 May 2006 was defective in that the inventors listed thereon did not 
correspond to those set forth on the international application. 

On 23 September 2008, applicants filed the "Request To Correct Transmittal Letter" 
considered herein as a petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 82. The petition confirms that the correct 
international application number is PCT/JP2004/0 15347, indicates that the listing of international 
application number PCT/JP2004/015437 in the original PTO-1390 was an error, and requests 
correction of the applicable international application number to PCT/JP2004/0 15347. 

DISCUSSION 

As set forth above, the Form PTO-1390 filed by applicants to initiate this national stage 
application incorrectly identified the international application to which the present national stage 
filing was directed. Correction of this error is required before the materials filed 12 April 2006 
can be treated as having been directed to international application PCT/JP2004/0 15347, as 
necessary to avoid abandonment of this international application with respect to the United 
States. The correction of such an error by the applicant requires a grantable petition under 37 
CFR 1.182. Accordingly, applicants' "Request To Correct Transmittal Letter," which requests 
correction of the international application number, has been treated as such a petition. 

The present petition confirms that the incorrect listing of international application number 
PCT/JP2004/15437 in the original Form PTO-1390 was the result of an error ("two numbers 
transposed"), and it confirms that the correct international application number is 
PCT/JP2004/ 15347. A review of the materials included with the original application submission 
confirms that the correct international application number, PCT/JP2004/ 15347 was indicated 
therein (specifically, on the ADS). In addition, applicants have provided the authorization to 
charge Deposit Account No. 03-1030 for required fees; based on this authorization, applicants 
will be charged the required petition fee. 

The present submission satisfies the requirements for a grantable petition to correct the 
inadvertent inconsistency in the international application number identified in the original 
application papers. Accordingly, the materials filed herein on 12 April 2006 will be treated as 
directed to international application PCT/JP2004/00 15347. 

It is noted that, based on this correction, the inventors listed on the declaration filed 08 
May 2006 are no longer inconsistent with the inventors listed on the applicable international 
application. The Notification of Missing Requirements mailed 15 September 2008, based as it 
was on the purported inconsistency between the inventors named on the declaration and those 
named on the international application, js appropriately vacated. 

CONCLUSION 



Applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1.182 is GRANTED. 
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The materials filed herein on 12 April 2006, including the basic national fee payment, 
will be treated as the U.S. national stage of PCT/JP2004/0 15347. 

Deposit Account No. 03-1030 will be charged the required $400 petition fee. 

The Notification Of Missing Requirements (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) mailed 15 
September 2008 is hereby VACATED. 

The application is being referred to the National Stage Processing Branch of the Office of 
PCT Operations for further processing in accordance with this decision. The date under 35 
U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (c)(2), and (c)(4) is 08 May 2006. 
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
